For a Variety of reasons it is to be regretted 
that the hon. Mr Oliver, Minister of Public 
Works, xiid not Continue luB tour with his 
colleagne through the goldfields, brief as that 
visit of inspection necessarily was. We have 
great faith in the judgment of Mr Oliver, 
and recognise in him a man of practical ideas 
and a ready facility for fitting them to ciren in- 
stances coming Under bis observation. There- 
fore wB the more regret his absence on the 
recent visit, especially as a good many things 
would have beeVi brought under his notice 
Vpon which Mr RoLLESTOfr could not give a 
definite opinion— and this, by the way, was 
a noteworthy Weakness with the Lands 
Minister even with regard to matters within 
his own department. Especially would we 
have been pleased to learn from the lips of 
Mr Oliver something of the intentions of 
Government regarding tho Otago central 
railway line — whether the survey was to be 
gone on with continuously to Pembroke, and 
what progres.H in the work of formation was 
likely to murk the presentycar. Unfortunately, 
however, so far as concerned the interior, 
Mr RollebtoN represented Railways, Public 
Works generally, Land, Justice, Education, 
Mines, The deputations that waited 

upon him coniprised Gounty and Municipal 
Councils, miners, land linngerers, and repre- 
sentatives of a variety of other interests. It 
may therefore be judged that it would require 
Considerable space to cmimerate the claims 
urged upon this Minister, and we imagine 
he had quite enough of it before reaching the 
metropolis. Reading of the progress of the 
fiiany-portfoliod Mr Rollestoiv, the most 
important fact that strikes us is, that in no 
instance does he seenl to have promised aiiy- 
tliing, and in this respect he differs widely 
as the poles from hia predecessors. We do 
not think less of Ministers for a judicious 
reticence, but we do think the people of 
the interior should have received at Mr 
Rolleston’S hands some encouragement — 
some hope that their requirements would at 
least receive fair consideration. So far from 
this, the mission of Mr Roilestojv seems to 
have resolved itself into a crusade wherein 
every occasion was taken to preach a sermon 
from the text “Retrenchment!” Did wo 
require a gaol proclaimed or a branch land 
■office established to meet a long-felt and 
grievons want, tho half-repented promise to 
see to it was seemingly deprived of its 
sincerity by the addendum, “if it can be 
done without expense.” In tlie matter of 
the claim of the Cromwell Athenseum com- 
mittee for compensation for repeated breaches 
of faith on the part of Government, Mr 
Eollestos seemed disposed to adopt a policy 
of repudiation, and we sh.all not be much 
surprised if tliis be the ultimate outcome. 
In short, in no one tiling, here or in any 
other centre of population on the goldfields, 
was the hon. gentleman decisive in his reply 
—yes or no. The natural result was that i 
almost every representative body that met i 
him left with a feeling of dissatisfaction and ■ 
annoyance. A qualified exception may 
perhaps he made on the land settlement 
question, about which tho Minister’s sincerity 
could scarce be doubted. Prospective revenue 
from this source may have been the motive 
power working within Mr RotLEatoN, but he 
should not have forgotteU that roads, rail- 
ways, and facilities for land buslne.ss .are 
necessary to effective Sctllemont, and that 
Until the auLhorities place these ill .active 
progressinn the acquisition of land will tint 
be much sought for— especially in the face of 



private holders of estates holding oUt induce- 
ments much superior to those offered by Gn- 
vernment. ■ A retrenchment policy is no 
doubt necessary, and will be accepted grace- 
fully as may be by the people ; but by all 
means let the cutting down bo carried out hi 
the high places where the result will be 
appreciable, and not confined to districts that 
have suffered continuously from the ohoese- 
panng necessary tu fatten the coastal centres. 
Confining our observations ovan to the 
Dunstan district, we would ssk what Govern- 
ment moneys have, during the last three 
years, boon expended within its hounds ? 
None that we can bring to mind. True, our 
necessities may not be great, but all the more 
reason why they should be met fairly. For 
instance a vote was passed last session for the 
erection of a telegraph line to Pembroke-. Is 
the Work to be oomraonced, or will the sum 
pass into thO limbo of " lapsed votes 1” The 
financial year ends the 31st of next month, 
and the known deficiency of revenue is such 
that every vote not strongly urged and 
absolutely required, as this is, will be un- 
expended. Altogether, the outlook of the 
country districts is by no means a bright one 
according to the lights of Mr RoiLksioir, and 
the people will have to depend more on tho 
honest and persevering energy of their Mem- 
bers at Wellington than on the empty promises 
of Ministers.

Oliver, Minister of Works, leaves here On 
Friday, and takes Up permanent residence 
in Wellington. 

A Timani, James Miinroe has died from 
the effects of a blasting charge going off too 
soon. 

A Napier telegram says otte Mills has ar- 
rived in town and reported to the Police 
that Wanganui Natives have shot a number 
of sheep at Mnrimntii belonging to M'oor- 
house, and had threatened to burn down his 
homestead, and that the whole hf the hands 
had left the station on account of the threats 
made by the Natives. He was the last to 
leave, The Taharati Natives have given 
M’Master notice to leave his run, which ho 
leases from them, within a week, Under 
threats of violence if he refuses. 

Tho Westland has arrived at Lyttelton 
with scarlatina and measles on board. There 
have been 47 cases of measles and 20 of 
scarlatina during the voyage, Four deaths 
occurred. 

A Corporation laborer named Conholly 
plnckily rescued a child from what seemed 
certain death on the Port Chalmers railway. 

An alarm of fire was raised last night from 
the ship Marlborough. It turned out that 
two bales of wool had ignited, and these 
were taken out of the hold without further 
damage. The fire resulted from carelessness 
owing to the stevedore’s crew using naked 
lights.

\Ve are glad to he able to announce that 
the Cromwell division of the district is respond- 
ing liberally to the call in aid of the distressed 
in Ireland. The Mayor informs ns that he will 
be in a position to remit £150 during the Course 
of the present week. 

After a long continuance of hot weather, 
heavy rain fell yesterday in Cromwell. Should 
the downpour have been general it is feared the 
standing crops will have suffered severely, 
especially in the Mount Barker and Hawea 
districts, Where the grain is heavy. 

The Ealclutha Presbytery met on 
Wednesday last, A call from the W.arepa con- 
gregation to the Rev. J. Ferguson was con- 
sidered. It Was thought that tho sphere of 
labor was too limited for him, as tlio congrega- 
tion was not selt-snpporting. The mnileration 
of tho call from Cromwoll w.as fixed for Tuesday, 
March 2nd( When tbn Rev. Mr Allen will 
preside. 

Deep tortovr, and ■wide-spread sympilthjr 
for the bereaved ones, w.as expressed throughout 
the district on hearing of the death ht Mrs 
Kcddcll, which took place at Clyde on Wednes- 
day last.

PoliCe-ItaspectOr Hickson, lute of 
Christchurch, has entered-upoli his duties in the 
Dunstan district. His popular prcdecBssor, Mr 
O'Donhell, left for Oantoibury yesterday. 

Tenders arc to be siiortly called for the 
construction of the Newthurno section of the 
Otago central line. This section is over six 
miles of very rough country between Deep 
Creek and the Sutton. 

The privileges connected with the Dun- 
edin Race Meeting, which opens on Thursday, 
realised at auction a total of L554 lOs, os against 
L5ll lOs last year. The gates, stand’ and 
saddling paddock are retained by the Club. 

The County authorities have placed a 
gang of men on at Rocky Point for tho purpose 
of doing the wnr k necessary in order to reader 
the punt available for traffic. Owing to the 
height of the river the pnnt has been useless for 
a long time past, to the serious inconvenience of 
Bendigo residents and others whose avocations ' 
necessitate crossing the river. We hope the ' 
efforts now being made wilt prove eucosssful anil ' 
with permanent result Until the uew road now 
being made is completed. 

It is exactly twelve months last Satur- 
day since the Kaitongata colliery accident oc- 
curred. The subscriptions at tho time amounted 
to L15,804 15s Id, and on July 8th trustees were 
appointed to provide aliinoney for the relatives 
of the deceased. Since that time four children 
have been added to the nuniber of orphans to be 
provided for. there have been no deaths, and four 
of the widows have Ve-married. The Exocnlive 
Committee pays L54 lOs fortnightly as alimoney ; 
up to the present titae Ll,4{i4 l9s 6d has been 
thus distributed. 

By the accidental, or may be careless, 
firing of some grass on the Rncky Point road 
(now being formed) on Sunday afternoon, four 
tents, with -almost everything in them. Were 
destroyed. The loss occurred on the sectinn 
being made by Messrs Cockimrn and Toild, by 
whom, with some of their workmen, the tents 
were occupied. Tho fact that one of the 
structures contained about 201bs. of dynamite 
was sufficient to deter any one from going neai- 
once the flames’ got hold, and the result was 
that nothing more than a couple of blankets 
were saved. We hear that Cookburn alone 
estimates his loss at about L20, a sorious item 
for a working man. 

A Correspondent infoi'ms us that Mr 
Petrie, Inspector of Schools, visited the Nevis 
School oil Mondav, lOth inst., and found a 
goodly nnmbef of chihlren present, and examined 
them ill the standards, when nearly all received 
passes that were presented. The Inspector 
pointed out where the children had been receiv- 
ing instruction far above the standai-ds they 
Were being examined in. Three members of 
the school committee ^verc present, who, with 
the teacher, expressed their satisfaction at the 
fair manner in which the Inspector had con- 
ducted the examination. 

The Trustees for the Vincent Rabbit 
District held a meeting at Clyde on the evening 
of the l7th inst., all the members being present. 
Eleven applications for the office of collector and 
inspector w^ore received, and Mr H, Boiichier Was 
unanimously eiecteil to fill the office. A resolu- 
tion was passed to publicly notify the intention 
of tho trustees to make a rate of onc-twelth of 
a penny per acre on 'all proper ties liable to be 
rated within the district, sai 1 rate to be payable 
on the 29th day of April, 18S0, An advertise- 
ment to that effect appears in this issue. The 
next meeting was fixed for the 20t,h ^fa^ch, 
The trustees then adjourned . — Dunstan Times. 

Last week we recorded the arrest of two 
men on a charge of liighw.ay robbery, the victim 
being a Nevis miner named John Newton. He 
was relieved of a piirsO containing I, .30, but no 
trace of the money could at first he found on the 
suspected men. The iiuniey has since been 
found — tWo Ii5 note.s and one LIO note stitched 
into the skirt of a coat of one of the prisoners, 
and the other LIO note in the wrist-band of tile 
coat of the other. The men, Fc-ithcrston and 
Mni-phy, were on Saturday commiltod to lake 
their trial at tho next session of the Supreme 
Court at Dulicdin. 

Tlie body of Peter Dyraond, drowiied 
in the Ujipcr Sholovcl- hast Wednesday fort- 
night, has been rccovci-ed, about 20 miies below 
the point where he fell into the river. Deceased 
was scarcely recognisable, the body being much 
bruised from codtact with rocky projections 
along the river, ahd was iu a state of decomposi- 
tion, What clothes rem.ained -were in shreds — 
the waist and ektremities being bare and the 
skin torn off. Dymond, a Dane by birth, was 
about 40 years of age and followed the occupa- 
tion of 4 miner. The Jiinil reports that at tho 
inquest a Verdict of accidental death Was re- 
turned,

How^ 
eveL a 20 years residence warrants Us in stamps 
ing the volume as one that should be in the 
possession of every person who would know 
something of the pioneer daj9 of the settlement 
before the “ new iniquity*’ spread ovet the land 
in the search for treasure. The writer is 
deservihg of praise for giving to the public so 
valuable a record of the struggles and successful 
Belf«reUance of the early settlers. The book is 
well printed, strongly yet artistically bound, 
and is interleaved With a number of well* 
executed engravlngSi As the Old Identities'^ 
get better known so must its acquisition be in 
increasing dcniand. 



Attempt to Assassinate the Russian 
Imperial Family.

St. PeTkr.?bi;ro, February 17. 

Intense excitement has been occasioned in 
this city in consequence of a renewed and 
dastardly attempt to destroy the C2ar and thu 
entire Imperial family. Fn>m the particulars 
which have at pi'csent transpired, it appears 
that about the time at which the guests invited 
to a {jrand dinner at the Winter Palace were 
assembled, a mine was fired t>y electricity, and 
exifioded under the guard‘Poom, which is situ* 
ated immediately beneath the grand rlining-hall. 
A terrific explosion book place, causing a large 
rent in the flooring of the dining-bail, where 
the Imperial Family were supposed to be con- 
gregated. Moat providentially, however, they 
had not assembled, and all the mcmbei's of the 
family escaped, 1?he guard-room was, how- 
ever, completely destroyed, and five of the 
guards were killed on the spot and nt> less than 
oO others seriously wounded. Not the slightest 
doubt is entertained that a deliberate attempt 
was made to assassinate the ('zar and the 
Imperial family, and the act is believed to be 
connected with the plot to destroy tlie palace 
which was discovered sf‘me weeks ago. 

February 18. 

All eicctfc mine was sprung under the Winter 
Pnhice at St. Petersburg yesterday. The Czar 
atitl his family were late in coming to dinner, 
and escaped. The magnificent dining-hall of 
tho palace wai completely dcstro'.'cd. Seven 
soldiers were killed and 40 wounded. 

On an examination being made of the Winter 
Palace, it was disei>vercd that a wire, consisting 
nf dynamite and gun-cotton, had been laid. 
The train was traced from the inner court to 
the fuel cellar. The escape of those ia the 
palace was most providential. 

February 19. 

It has been ascertained that the mine under 
the Winter Palace was fired by a battery at the 
time that the Imperial family, attended by 
servants, were actually entering the saloon. A 
niimbor of tho latter were seriously injured. 
Tlie affair has caused a great sensation, and a 
large number of arrests have taken place in 
consequence. 

Some exalted persoiiagea were implicated in 
the outrage at the Winter Palace, St, [Peters- 
burg.

BOROUGH COUNCIL.

An ordinary meeting of the above body 
was held in the Town Hall on Friday even- 
ing. Present — The Mayor, Cra Behrens, 
Stuart, Mnrrell, Olds, Goodger and Pretsch. 

Previous to commencing business, his 
Worship requested the Clerk to read the 
roll of Councillors, and went on to state that 
•on account of members not attending previous 
meetings he had been compelled to order a 
‘ ‘ call ” of the Council, to enforce the attend- 
ance under a penalty of ' £B. He regretted 
to be forced to do this, but the business of 
the borough must receive attention from 
councillors, according to the solemn declar- 
ations made by them when elected. 

The minutes of previous ordinary meeting 
tif 9th January, and a special meeting were 
then read and oonhrmed. 

COERESPONDENCE, 

Cutward and inward, was read. The 
former was merely formal. The inward 
comprised a letter from Messrs Park, sur- 
veyors, conveying plan of new cemetery as 
surveyed by them. — The clerk was instructed 
to act on the information supplied re lodg^ 
ment of plans. 

Mr R. Wishart wrote stating his willing- 
ness to lease for a term corporation section 
20, block m., on condition that he was not 
called upon to pay back rents due by 
Mr Kidd. — After some discussion (during 
which ic was shown that Mr Wishart had 
some months since agreed to accept i 
transfer of Kidd’s lease and pay arrears of 
rent), it was resolved that the Council i 
adhere to its former decision to transfer to j 
Mr Wishart on payment of arrears of rent.

sections, 

CROM'WBLL BRIDGE RESERVE. 

The Mayor informed the Council that he 
had recently had an interview with the 
County Chairman respecting the condition of 
the bridge reserve. Mr Pyke had stated 
that the County authorities intended having 
the buildings at present illegally on the 
reserve removed, to level the ground and 
plant trees therein. Having this object in 
view, Mr Pyke desired 'to know whether 
the Borough Council would be prepared 
to bear a portion of the expense. His 
Worship strongly advocated the desir- 
ability of the Council co-operating with the 
County in this matter, as the work was one 
which would be of material advantage to the 
Borough, and be the means of removing 
what was an eye-sore at the very entrance to 
the town. 

Councillors as a body were favorable to 
meeting the County in the proposal so long 
as the expense did not prove very heavy. 
Other works of a pressing nature had claims 
upon the funds of the Corporation necessitat- 
ing care in expenditure. A motion proposed 
by Or Goodger, seconded by Or Pretsch, was 
unanimously carried— “That this Council ex- 
presses its pleasure at learning the proposed 
action of the County in removing the build- 
ings and improving the bridge reserve ; and 
will, if the cost be found reasonable, con- 
tribute towards the same.”

VOLUNTEER INTELLIGENCE. 

• 

A Government inspection parade of the 
Cromwell V olunteers is called for to-morrow 
evening. The place of muster is the Town 
Hall, and a full attendance is looked for. 

A special meeting of the local corps was 
held in the Town Hall on Wednesday even- 
ing last, with the object of learning the pro- 
bable number who would attend the Christ- 
church Review next month. About 20 
names were pven in, and a Committee of 
officers appointed to make the necessary 
arrangements for conveyance to Kingston, 
&c. 

It is probable that the annual inspection 
of Volunteers in the Lakes District will take 
place during the month of April. In view 
of this it would be well for the various corps 
to attain as high a degree of proficiency as 
possible, so that the good opinion of their 
capabilities, as borne testimony to last year 
by Major Withers, may not be lessened. 

General Davidson having recently been 
appointed inspector of Volunteers for the 
Middle Island it is likely that officer will 
make the round of inspection in Otago and 
Southland this year. General Davidson and 
Colonel Leckie, both retired army officers, 
have recently settled in the colony — the one 
at Nelson, the other in Wellington — and 
been appointed inspectors for the South and 
North Islands respectively. Next year it is 
intended that they shall exchange districts. 

The class-firing of the Cromwell company 
is not yet completed, but will be brought to 
a close during the present week. From what 
we can learn the average is not up to last 
year’s shooting, and it ia not likely that more 
th an a dozen members will qualify as ‘ ‘ marks- 
men.” 

The District prize-firing comes off this 
week. The dates originally fixed were — 
Queenstown and Arrow, 23rd, 24th, and 
26th, and Croraw'ell, the three following 
days. Sergt-Major Scully to surperviae at 
Queenstown, Capt. Jenkins at Arrow, and 
Capt. Brown at Cromwoll. An alteration in 
the dates has been rendered necessary so far 
as the Arrow company is concerned, as the 
owner of the paddock wherein the range is 
I situate insists on the removal of his grain 
; crop before firing is gone on with. Under 
these circumstances the Arrow corps will 
compete on the same days as Cromwell. In 
thi.s connection it may be remarked that the 
Walcatip Mail is misinformed in supposing 
that the Queenstown and Arrow c<unpanies 
“have been placed .at a disadvantage being 
allowed only one-half the period the Crom- 
well corps to complete their tiring.” Each 
company has three full days.

The Skipper’seorrespondent of the Wakatip 
Mail writing under date, 17th inst., says:— 
Capt. Finn of the M battery of artillery 
arrived here on Saturday evening last, for 
the purpose of swearing in the Skippers con- 
tingent of the above battery, which ceremony 
took place in its usual form with great eeUd 
among the hardy mountaineers. The num- 
ber of 28 presented themselves. In the 
course of the evening a meeting of the corps 
was held, presided over by Capt. Finn. 
Sergt.-Major Scully put the corps through 
the manual exercise with great satisfaction, 
after which the corps met fur business, and 
elected Vol. Fred. Evans as Aoting-Lieut., 
Vols. G. Symes and R. Harrison as sergts., 
and Vols. B. Rogers and J, Anderson as 
corporals. All are anxious to have the full 
amount of rifles as soon as they can he got. 

The Dunedin and Port Chalmers Naval 
Brigades have arranged to go under canvas 
at the approaching Review and the Head- 
quarters Band will be similarly lodged, the 
large marquees belonging to the Caledonian 
Society having been kindly lent to the band. 
The Artillery are also said to be making 
arrangements to camp out. 

The Invercargill Rifle Volunteer Company 
is not imbued with much enthusiasm for the 
Easter Demonstration at Christchurch, ac- 
cording to one of the local papers. The 
question of attending or not was fairly dis- 
cussed after an inspection parade on the 16th, 
and a vote being taken, out of an unusually 
large muster, only twelve, including the 
superior officers, held up their hands in favor 
of going. Various reasons were given by the 
majority for declining to undertake the jour- 
ney, one being dissatisfaction at the quality 
of the accommodation to be provided, to 
which some importance was attached. 

In connection with this, the Christchurch 
Review Committee have issued the following 
circular : — “ The Committee have secured 
ample accommodation for 1700 men. The 
immigration'’barrack3 consist mostly of rooms 
to sleep in, for four up to 14 men each, the 
whole to accommodate 1000 men if required, 
and comfortable quarters for officers on duty. 
The place is scrupulously clean. Bedding 
will be supplied by an upholsterer, meals by 
an experienced hotelkeeper ; canteen will 
be held in the barracks. The remaining 
billets will be amongst the hotels in town.” 



ARROWTOWN.

February 21. 

The harvest ia now nearing its completion, 
in which consummation it has been greatly 
assisted by the number of a'otomatic reapers 
and binders now in the district. Mr Butler’s 
string-binder, recently introduced, is doing 
good work, and has been got to do the binding 
in excellent style. A few more of these 
machines will in future he able to do all the 
harvesting of the district in a few days, with 
the assistance of a small number of hands. 

The great heat appears to have come to an 
end at last — not, however, without having 
had an injurious influence on the fruit of the 
district, which is actually shrivelling upon 
the trees for want of moisture. 

During tlie week just past we have had 
another cake from Macetown — this time from 
the Homeward Bound claim. The cake 
weighs 112ozS| and is the outcome of 208 
tons of stone. The quartz which went to 
make it up was taken as it came, with a good 
quantity of mullock in it, on account of 
opening new stopes and passes. The cake 
has had quite an effect on the share market : 
scrip in the Liidye Fayre Company has ad- 
vanced considerably. The Gladstone will 
very likely clean up next week, when another 
addition to Macetown confectionary may be 
expected. Other cakes from the Homeward 
Bound, Maryborough, and Tipperary are 
expected before the season closes. Alto- 
gether, things at the reefs look rather 
healthier than they have done at any former 
time. Changes in the management of 
several “ dead-head ” claims continue to be 
made, and much good result may be expected 
from such dismissals. The sooner these 
changes are completed the better, so that 
the claims concerned may be able to make 
a start upon a new and better footing next 
season, when, no doubt, they will give a good 
account of themselves. 'The All Nations 
Company has decided to enter a low-level 
crosscut, which will intercept the three reefs 
partially worked on the surface at or below 
their junction. This is the very best step 
this company conld take, as it affords oppor- 
tunities for stoping out a large block of 
ground ; it also offers special facilities for 
conveying the stone to the crushing mill. 
To accomplish this, the company will have 
to respond to the bitter alternative of a call, 
which will, however, be money well laid out, 
and is bound to recoup the shareholders. 

Tile Town Council contemplate the erec- 
tion of offices for its own accommodation, at 
a cost not exceeding £120. The proposal is 
not generiilly received with favor by the 
ratepayers, who lock upon the proposed 
expenditure .as a w.aste which can be ill- 
sifforded by the present state of the muni- 
cipal finances. 

Altliongh not mneb favored by the weather, 
fruit is so plentiful as to be almost a drug 
in the market. Apricots are Cd per pound, 
plums 4d, and every other sort is obtainable ' 
at equally low prices. 

The votaries of Izaak Walton’s gentle art 
have been making some splendid baskets 
lately. Trout from five to six poimds have 



been landed on more than one occasion, 
and smaller fish are quite plentiful. 

The Masons of the local Lodge intend to 
celebrate their anniversary on St. Patrick's 
Day next, and the affair ia creating quite a 
flutter amongst the fair sex of Arrow. 

The “bore” season has begun, and opened 
with monster turnips, weighing 181bs each 
and upwards. Speaking of turnips, suggests 
the fact that Arrowtown could once boast 
of market fairs. Up to the present time, 
no move is made to propitiate the institution. 
However, there is plenty of time to arrange 
for something of the kind, and the former 
affairs of this description suffered from the 
fact of being fixed for a time when every- 
body was busy with his own affairs. , 

It is also time that the Town Council 
bestirred itself in the matter of a daily mail 
ma Kingston. The Waimea Plains railway 
ia fast nearing completion, and it is highly 
desirable that everything should be arranged 
for the conveyance of the mails by the time 
communication with Dunedin via Waimea is 
in working order. No time is to he lost in 
initiating steps for the consummation of so 
desirable an object. 

There was a pretty fair muster of "Volun- 
teers at the Government parade last Satur- 
day. Manual and bayonet exercises were 
gone through, and also a fair amount of field 
manoeuvring was executed. At the meeting 
after drill some business was done and about 
20 or 25 'Volunteers signified their intention 
to attend the review at Christchurch next 
Easter.

Rowe, February 16, 

The Pope has issued an encyclical letter 
declaring that the law of divorce has an immoral 
effect. 

London, February 16. 

During to-day’s sitting the House of Commons 
went into Committee on the Irish Distress 
Relief Bill. An amendment was proposed that 
an advance should be made towards the Relief 
Fund from the Imperial Treasury, instead of 
from the Church Surplus, bnt it was defeated 
on a division, 

February 17. 

At the wool auction during the past week 
8031 bales were catalogued, Australian realising 
10 per cent, advance. There was a large attend- 
ance of Home and foreign buyers 22,000 bales 
Were taken for Yorkshire aod the Continent, 
Prices show an advance of from three-halfpence 
to twopence on scoured and greasy. 

The statement of the Tintse that the English 
exhibitors are withdi awing from the Melbourne 
Exhibition on account of Victoria’s protective 
tariff is incorrect. 

The Marquis of Salisbury is still in a 
critical condition. 

The Chimborazo sailed for Adelaide on the' 
6th. 

The new series of the Colonial wool auction 
sales opened to-day. 80,000 bales were cata- 
logued for the opening sale. There was a firm 
and active demand, and Anstralian wools at the 
close of the dav showed an advance of 10 per 
cent, compared with the last auctions. There 
was a large attendance of Home and foreign 
buyers. 

The rurcoman expedition, under Ahdnl 
Rhaman, is approaching Baikh without oppo- 
sition, occasioning great excitement among the 
Cahniese. 

The Municipality of Paris voted 5,000 francs 
to defray the cost of a special collection of 
exhibits for Melbourne. 

The Chinese are being dismissed from the 
factories and railway works in California owing 
to the popular pressure. 

London, Febraary 19. 

.At the won! anctions dnring the past week 
10, .300 bales have been catiilogned. The general 
tone of the sales is firm, and there is an active 
demand. 

The Turcoman chiefs have been ordered to 
levy 60,000 men for the purpose of offensive 
operations against the Russians. The Khan of 
Merv has appealed to India and Persia to 
furnish him with artillery, 

February 20. 

The British and Colonial Chambers are 
arranging for a preliminary conference of 
colonists resident in Great Britain to decide 
whether there shall be a meeting of Colonial 
.and Home delegates next year. 

The announcement that Mr Hannay, of Glas- 
gow, has succeeded in producing artificial 
diamonds that defy detection from real ones is 
confirmed.

In the House of Lords an important disenssion 
took place on the Afghanistan question. The 
Duke of Avgyle again attacked the policy of tho 
Government.

the Tay Bridge Disaster. 

The nio,st awful fclway, accident which has 
ever oeouri'ed in Scotknd took place near 
Dundee on the ItfoOdiiy night after Christ* 
bias Day, when a portion of the famous Tay 
Bridge, together with a tram which happened 
lo be p:isiing oVcv at the time; wail blown 
' ’”to the water. The circumstances of the 
ostastrflphe are most extraordinary, and an 
eye-witness givOs the following account ; — 

“I Was seated at ray fireside ori Sunday 
evening, listeriiiig to the clamodi' of the 
'.form withont, when a blast of wind more 
furious than befOre eaUght the chiirirteys of 
a house almost ilppusifid; and brod.ght them 
down .to the ground with a crash which 
stJrtled every onb of u.*! to our feet. Stepp- 
in* over to the dASement I gazed out upon 
the street, and just then a blaze of mrionli.gbt 
lighted up the broad expanse of the 'Tay 
down below, and the long^ white, sinuous 
line Ilf the bridgb came intb view, t do not 
kiiOw why, but I instinctitiely took Out my 
watch.' It was exactly 7 o’clock., 'The 
Edinburgh train Will be due immediately,’ 
I siclHimed to my wife ; ‘ come a.nd Idt us 
go a.nd soe whetiidr it will attempt to dross 
on such a night.’ So Keying, We turned 
do .vn tllb sfas in the p.irlnrj with utauv ex- 
pressions of thankfulness that no friends of 
our.s, an far as we knew, had td cross the 
rivipr st that time, end preifared .to await the 
expected train. 'I'he light by this time ha;l 
beenme most fitful; Great masses of clpuds 
were scdiiring aernsd the heavens, dt times 
t-itcdy Obsdnring the light of tlie fqtl mOOn.
